Independent Task Force report on U.S. Immigration Policy.

Dear Attorney General Gonzales: 

This letter is to request your approval for Florida’s Department of Children and Families to 
access the National Crime Information Center (NCIC) database in accordance with H.R. 1223, 
“Protecting Our Children from Violence Act of 2005" that was enacted into law effective October 
1, 2006. 

This act provides certified state social service officers with access to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation’s National Crime Information Center (NCIC) and the Interstate Identification Index 
databases for the purpose of carrying out one or more criminal history record checks. The 
authority provided under this act is limited to a criminal history record check and may only be 
done on child abuse and neglect cases and missing children. This act provides an important 
addition to Florida’s ability to protect our children from abuse and neglect. 

The Florida Department of Children and Families (DCF) has been defined by the Florida 
Department of Law Enforcement (FDLE) as a criminal justice agency for the purpose of 
investigations. The department’s Florida Abuse Hotline Crime Intelligence Unit is responsible 
for completing criminal history checks through the Florida Crime Information Center database 
for the purposes of child and adult abuse and neglect investigation, planned placement, 
emergency placement, and emergency placement of children in urgent circumstances. These 
checks are processed in a timely manner in accordance with existing law, policy and procedure. 

Employees at the Florida Abuse Hotline in the Crime Intelligence Unit are subject to security 
background employment screenings pursuant to Chapter 435, Florida Statutes. The Florida 
Department of Law Enforcement, which maintains the Florida Crime Information Center (FCIC), 
requires that all staff accessing the system attend and complete the FCIC Certification, and 
must read and sign the FDLE Security Agreement. The Crime Intelligence Unit provides its 
employees with the necessary hands on training for the FCIC system.

I am requesting that the Florida Department of Children and Families be granted access to the 
National Crime Information Center for the purpose of completing criminal history checks for all 
subjects in a child abuse report and participants of the investigation. Subject to your approval, 
Florida will have the ability to perform both FCIC and NCIC criminal history checks for all 
subjects in a child abuse report and participants of the investigation age 12 and older. This 
information would allow child protective investigators to have full access to criminal history 
records when completing a child safety assessment and provide additional protection to children 
from abuse and neglect.

Your letter dated October 20, 2006, to United States Attorney General (AG) 
Alberto Gonzales, requesting the Florida Department of Children and Families be granted access 
to the National Crime Information Center (NCIC) and the Interstate Identification Index (III) tor 
the purpose of completing criminal history checks for all subjects in a child abuse report and 
participants of the investigation, has been referred to me for response. Your request for access to 
NCIC and HI, as explained in your letter, is based on provisions contained in pending House 
Resolution (H.R.) 1223, "Protecting Our Children from Violence Act of 2005." Based on my 
staffs research, H.R. 1223 has yet to be passed by the United States Congress. However, my 
staff confirmed with the Director of the Florida Abuse Hotline that the cited legislation intended 
to refer to "The Adam Walsh Child Protection and Safety Act of 2006 (the act)," Public Law 
109-248, which was enacted on July 27, 2006. 

Section 151 of the act requires the AG to ensure access to FBI criminal history 
record information, which includes the NCIC and III, by: 

1. the National Center for Missing and Exploited Children; and 

2. governmental social service agencies with child protection responsibilities. 

Specifically, and for agencies such as Florida's Department of Children and 
Families' purposes, Section 151 of the act authorizes access to "national crime information 
databases" (as defined in Title 28 United States Code [U.S.C.] Section 534) by qualifying 
governmental social service agencies with child protection responsibilities. Title 28 U.S.C. 
Section 534 defines "national crime information databases" as "the National Crime Information 
Center and its incorporated criminal history databases, including the Interstate Identification 
Index." Section 151 of the act further provides that access by governmental social service 
agencies with child protection responsibilities is to be used only in investigating or responding to 
reports of child abuse, neglect, or exploitation.

Section 1 5 1 also requires that the AG establish conditions of access and 
associated rules of dissemination to ensure all personnel who have such access meet training, 
certification, and background screening requirements. At the request of the AG, the FBI’s 
Criminal Justice Information Services Division is currently in the process of identifying 
procedures to comply with these conditions. To expedite this process, the FBI will be providing 
access to the NCIC and the III by authorized state governmental social service agencies via 
established state infrastructures. Within Florida, access for agencies authorized under the act will 
be administered by the Florida Department of Law Enforcement. 

My staff is preparing formal advisement to all 50 states, the District of Columbia, 
and the United States territories, which will provide guidance on how to implement Sections 151 
and 153 of the act. This communication is currently being finalized and should be available in 
the coming days.

Thank you for your recent letter to Secretary Donald H. Rumsfeld opposing the intended 
removal of the U.S. Army helicopter transportation support to Operation Bahamas, 
Turks, and Caicos (OPBAT) by October 1, 2007. 

I agree with your assessment regarding the unprecedented success of OPBAT and the 
serious loss in capability that would occur if the U.S. Army is removed from the OPBAT 
team. Last week, I sent the Florida Director of Drug Control to meet with Ambassador 
John D. Rood and the OPBAT team. All of the OPBAT partners are emphatic that the 
U.S. Army is the only organization capable of performing this mission. The logistics, 
maintenance infrastructure, and helicopter expertise required are formidable. 
Additionally, the cost of transferring the mission would be significantly higher due to 
personnel issues. I have asked Secretary Rumsfeld to complete an immediate, 
comprehensive cost analysis of transferring the mission. 

The OPBAT mission remains essential to regional stability and pivotal to our counter- 
drug effort. I support your position that continued Department of Defense and U.S. 
Army participation are essential to the continued success of OPBAT.
